Mrs. L. ILMiler, abou t thirty -fiv e 
y ears old, committed su icide by tak ­ 
ing carbolic acid shortly after noon 
today , at her home two and one-lialf 
miles sou theast of Ilomer in Walk er 
township . No reason can be assigned 
for her tak ing her life. It is said that 
she had been in v ery p oor health for 
sev eral y ears and that this may be 
the reason for her rash act. 
Mrs. Miller lock ed herself in her 
room abou t one o’clock and took the 
deadly liq u id. She took su ch a q u an­ 
tity that she was dead before she was 
fou nd by the other members of the 
family . They missed her and after a 
carefu l searcdi decided that she was 
lock ed in her room. 
They gained en­ 
trance and fou nd her ly ing on the 
bed dead. 
Ill health seems to be 
the most 
p lau sible for her tak ing her life. 
It 
is said that she had su ffered for the 
p ast fiv e y ears with a sore mou th 
and that it had cau sed her mu ch p ain. 
She had comp lained mu ch in the last 
few y ears, bu t it is not k nown that 
she had ev er threatened to tak e her 
life. 
It is k nown that she had said that 
she was sick all the time and that 
she did not k now how she cou ld do 
her hou sework from one day to the 
nex t. A relativ e of hers said one day 
recently that she had heard Mrs. Mil­ 
ler say “I do not k now how T will do 
all mv work today , becau se T feel so 
bad.” 
That p oor health is the reason for 
her k illing herself is almost certain 
since it is said that she cou ld hav e 
no other reason for su ch an act. Her 
home life was ideal, so it is said, and 
she had had no trou ble of any sort 
du ring her life. 
Mrs. Miller was the 
dau ghter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Conn, liv ing cast 
of Milrov .

say s that Mrs. Miller was alway s at 
that time in the best of health. 
Her 
hu sband, T.. TT. Miller, is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Miller of North 
Morgan street.

Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller were frantic when they 
receiv ed the news this afternoon. 
Mrs. Miller is su rv iv ed by her hu s­ 
band and two dau ghters.

Porter Charlton, an actress, of New 
York, was found in a trunk in the wat­ 
ers of Lake Como. 
The police believe

was stunned and while still alive was 
put in the trunk, which was thrown 
into the lake. 
The police have arrest­ 
ed a Russian of the nam e of Constan 
tino Spolatoff. fifty y ears old. 
He ad­ 
mits- that he knew the American. 
He 
gave contradictory and confused re­ 
plies to the questions asked him. 
The police suspect th at the present 
m urder is connected with the recent 
m u.d rr of Miss Reid, an American, at 
Naples, but refuse to give the reasons 
for ttaeii suspicions. 
The authorities at Cernobbio. the 
nearest city of consequence to the 
scene of the murder, have ascertained 
that the woman had been living with 
her husband in the Villa Moltrasio, 
which had been let to them by a Rus­ 
sian 
gentlem an 
they 
met 
casually . 
The police discovered after an ex am­ 
ination of letters and papers found in 
the abandoned villa, that Mrs. Charl­ 
ton, before her last marriage, was Mrs. 
Mary Scott Castle, of a well-known 
San Francisco family . 
Porter Charl­ 
ton has disappeared, but Constantine 
Spolatoff, the Russian who rented the 
villa, 
was 
arrested 
and 
a 
general 
alarm has been sent out for Charlton’s 
arrest. 
The pro 
.etor of the Hob 1 Suisse 
on Lake Co.uo, the keeper of an apoth­ 
ecary shop at Cernobbio, boatmen of 
the west bank of Lake Como, and the 
inhabitants of several villages in the 
neighborhood, were able to supply in­ 
formation of value.

The innkeeper said that a couple 
who called themselves Mr, and Mrs. 
Porter arrived at the Hotel Suisse sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
He described the 
woman, and his description fitted that 
of the dead woman. 
He volunteered 
the opinion that the pair quarreled 
frequently . 
He heard the woman cry ­ 
ing often late in the night. 
He found 
that the man who called himself Por­ 
ter treated her cruelly . 
The guests of 
the hotel complained that they were 
disturbed by her outcries. 
One m orn­ 
ing, very early , the proprietor was 
aroused by shrieks. 
He found that the 
woman had hidden in a cupboard, hop­ 
ing to escape her husband, but that the 
husband had found her and was drag­ 
ging her to the street. 
The innkeeper 
said he was obliged then, for the repu­ 
tation of his hotel, to order them out. 
They then went to the Villa Moltra 
sio. 
Three day s before 
the body was 
found the villa was closed. 
Persons 
who went there found that the doors 
were locked and the windows fastened. 
The suddenness of the abandonment 
created some discussion in the village.

“My son is about twenty y ears old. 
he said, “and for some time has been 
suffering from tuberculosis. 
He left 
W ashington in December, 19 08 , and 
went to New York, where he obtained 
employ ment in the foreign departm ent 
of the National City * bank. 
Early in 
this y ear he m et Mrs. Castle, w hose 
stage nam e was Haldaine Fountain. 
They were m arried in 
Wilmington. 
Del., March 12 last, and several day s 
later sailed from New York for Genoa. 
“ Porter's health had been bad for 
some time, and his doctor ordered him 
to give up his work and go abroad in 
the hope of regaining his health. 
He 
had rented a villa near Lake Como in 
the Italian Alps, where he intended to 
remain until nex t fall.

day I received a letter from him tell­ 
ing me of his plans. 
His letter was 
full of endearing reference to his wife. 
I do not believe that he m urdered her. 
“ From the few details av ailable from 
the brief cable dispatch, I believ e that 
Porter is dead, too.

ful tone of his last letter I am inclined 
to believ e that someone, possibly one 
of her former admirers who followed 
them to Italy , is at the bottom of the 
tragedy .

In which they deliberated.
